The passing of the resolution by 
Richmond city council Monday 
night agreeing with the terms of 
the government in regard to the 
harbor improvement means that 
the dredgers will soon be at work 
and the channel deepened to ac- 
commodate deep sea ships. 

Richmond has already voted 
$1,700,000 bonds and the govern- 
ment has appropriated $428,000, 
$100,000 of which is available. 

The city will now meet the re- 
mainder of the appropriation ($328,- 
000) dollar for dollar. 

If extra money is required for 
bulkheading, etc., to protect the 
work under construction, then the 
city must raise the money by bond 
issue to meet the requirements of 
the government. 

That the work will scon begin 
is assured by those who are direct- 
ly in touch with the government’s 
plans.

SAVING OF COAL 
MUST BEGIN NOW 


Uncle Sam’s Bureau of Mines 
Says Householder Wastes 
Much Fuel. 


MAKES PLEA FOR ECONOMY 


Ten Per Cent of Production, or 60,- 
000,000 Tons, Can Be Saved at 
Once by Proper Consider- 
ation. 


“The householder must realize that 
when he throws a_ shovelful 
thracite coal into his furnace its value 
Is equivalent to half a pound of sugar, 


or half a loaf of bread, or half a pint | 


of milk.” 

That is the statement of Van. H. 
Manning, director of Uncle Sam’s bu- 
reau of minés. 

“The householder must, therefore, 
uppreclate that it is worth while to ex- 
utmine his house and to overhaul his 
hentiag equipment,” says Mr. Manning. 
“Weather strips, double windows, pipe 
coverings, clean flues and chimneys, 
and tight fittings {n ash pits, doors, 
dampers and furnace parts will all 
pay. Damper control is of the 
chief secrets of economical heating. 
Clean heating surfaces are most essen- 
tinl, as soot is a poorer conductor of 
heat than asbestos. Care, attention 
and taking pains will be the greatest 
factors in saving domestic coal.” 

Have Always Wasted Coall 

Mr. Manning snid that about 20 per 
eent of the 600,000,000 tons of coal 
mined In the United States is used for 
house heating and that it ts shoveled 
by more than fifteen million people.

The War In Europe 
UNCLE SAM'S PART 


LT

The British casualties on the West- 
ern front show an increase for No- 
vember, the total being 120,089, of 
whom 25,444 were killed or died of 
Wounds. The casualties for Septem- 
ber were 105,430 and in October 83,- 
558. 


Attacks in force were renewed De- 
cember 12 by the enemy upon the 
Italian lines east of the Brenta, the 
War Office announcedg The attacks 
continued the entire afternoon, but 
because of his heavy losses, the ene- 
my at night abandoned his effort. 


Funchal, capital of Madeira, Spain, 
was recently bombarded by a German 
submarine. Forty shells were fired, 
killing or wounding a number of per- 
sons and damaging several buildings. 
The submarine fled on being attacked 
by patrol-boats. 


Capt. Haldor Smith, San Francisco 
mariner whose adventures in the 
South seas resulted in the wreck of 
the German raider Seeadler, has re 
ceived a commission as lieutenant in 
the naval reserve and ordered into 
active service at an Atlantic Coast 
point. 


Henry Morgenthau, former ambas- 
sador to Turkey, which gives him an

SOME WOODS HAVE 
HIGH FUEL VALUES 


Two Pounds, as a Rule, Are Re- 
quired to Equal One 
Pound of Coal. 


HEAT DEPENDS ON WEIGHT 


Figured on This Basis There Is Little 
Difference Between Various Spe- 
cles, Say Uncle Sam’s 

Experts. = 


Persons who plan to relieve the coal 
shortage by burning wood can figure, 
roughly speaking, that two pounds of 
seasoned wood have a fuel value equal 
to one pound of coal, accd#ding to ex- 
perts of Uncle Sam's forest service. 
While different kinds of wood have 
different fuel values, the foresters say 
that im general the greater the dry 
welght of a non-resinous wood, the 
more heat it will give out whens burned. 

For such species as hickory, oak, 
beech, birch, hard maple, ash, locust, 
longleaf pine or cherry, which have 
comparatively high fuel values, one 
cord, weighing about 4,000 pounds, 1s 
required to equal one ton of coal. 

It takes a cord and a half of short- 
leaf pine, hemlock, red gum, Douglas 
fir, sycamore, or soft maple, which 
weighs about 8,000 pounds a cord, to 
equal a ton of coal, while for cedar, 
redwood, poplar, catalpa, Norway pine, 
cypress, basswood, spruce, and white 
pine, two cords, weighing about 2,000 
pounds each, are required. 

Weight for weight, however, there 
1s very little difference between vari- 
ous species. Resin affords about twice 
as much heat as wood, so that reain- 
ous woods have a greater heat value 
per pound than non-resinous woods, 
and this increased value varies, of 
course, with the resin content. 

Value Depends on Moisture. 

The available heat value of a cord 
of wood depends also on the amount 
of motsture present. When the wood 
is green part of the heat which it is 
capable of yielding is taken up in evap- 
orating the water. The greater amount 
of water in the wood the more heat is 
lost. 

Furthermore, cords vary as to the 
amount of solid wood they contain, 
even when they are of the standard 
dimension and occupy 128 cubic feet 
of space. A certain proportion of this 
space Is made up of air spaces be- 
tween the sticks, and this air space 
may be considerable in a cord of twist- 
ed, crooked and knotty sticks. Out of 
the 128 cuble feet, a falr average of 
solid wood is about 80 cubic feet. 

This, however, applies to the stand- 
ard cord, in which the sticks are cut 
to 4-foot lengths and piled 4 feet high 
and 8 feet long. Instead of buying the 
4-foot lengths, however, most people 
nowadays have the sticks cut into 2- 
foot lengths by a gasoline saw. This 
results in a saving of both time and 
labor. The purchaser should, however, 
tuke care to see that he gets full meas- 
urement when wood is bought in this 
way. In parts of New England a 
stock of 16-inch wood 4 feet high and 
8 feet long is commonly sold as a 
“run,” but contains only one-third of 
a cord. 

Where wood is to be burned in a 
stove or furnace intended for coal, It 
will be found desirable, the foresters 
Say, to cover the grate partly with 
sheet fron or fire brick, in order to 
reduce the draught. If this is not 
done the wood is wasted by being con- 
sumed too fast, and makes a very hot 
fire which in a furnace may damage 
the firebox. 

Other Factors to Be Considered. 

It is pointed out, however, that heat 
value is not the only test of useful- 
ness in fuel wood and since 95 per 
cent of all wood used for fuel is con- 
sumed for domestic purposes, largely 
in farm houses, such as rapidity of 
burning and ease of lighting are im- 
portant. 

Each section of the country has its 
favored woods and these’ are said to 
be, in general, the right ones to use. 
Hickory, of the non-resinous woods, 
has the highest fuel value per unit vol- 
ume of wood, agd has other advan- 
tages. It burns eVenly, and, as house- 
Wives say, holds the heat. The oaks 
come enext, followed by beech, birch 
and maple. The white pines have a 
relatively low heat value per unit vol- 
ume, but have other advantages. They 
ignite readily and give out a quick hot 
flame, but one that soon dies down. 
This makes them favorites with rural 
housekeepers as a summer wood, be- 
cause they are particularly adapted 
for hot days in the kitchen. The same 
is true of gray birch, or “white birch,” 
as it is often called, in the regions in 
which it abounds. With the resinous 
‘ines a drawback is their oily black 
smoke.

F. H. Albee of Boston has evolved a 
scheme for cheaper fuel which threatens 
to add still another to the hard-working 
daily paper's lists of functions, 

Mr. Albee has succeeded in producing 
a type of ‘‘newspaper log’’ which, he 
will burn from three quarters of 
an hour to an hour and a half in any 
fireplace or stove. He gives the follow- 
ing directions. 

“Spread newspapers, 
folded once, table 
end toward you, and begin to 
a fairly tight roll. Before the 
first section is completely rolled insert 
a second section, Add newspaper until 
a roll from two to three inches in diam- 
eter is made. Before finishing the last

section of the rad fold back all the 
sheets, exeept the outisde one, so that 
only one sheet remains, This should be 


pasted down with paste or mucilage. 

“You will now a solid roll of 
paper about eighteen inches long, which 
for convenience sake should be cut in 
three pieces. The ‘newspaper 
Jog’ may be cut with an ordinary saw 
like firewood. Each piece should then 
be saturated with kerosene, A quart or 
two may be poured in a tin pail, and.the 
rolls, inserted end up, should be left to 
soak there for several minutes. From 
time to time they must be turned in the 
oil in order to insure complete satura- 
tion,” ” 

Mr. Albee says that two or three of 
these iolls lighted in the fireplace will 
produce an unusually warm, bright fire.

400-YEAR-OLD CLOCK STOPS 


Famous Timepiece in Hampton Court 
Palace, London, Last Repaired 
In 1880. 

London.—The celebrated clock of 
lampton court palace that was pro- 
vided with a dial to give astronomical 
changes but never did so, has stopped 
once more. It {s believed to have been 
constructed by a German way back 
in 1540, but as a matter of fact his- 
tory fails to record the name of Its 
maker. 

The celebrated clockmaker Vullilamy 
ceconstructed it in 1799, but he gave 
up the astronomical dial portion on the 
ground that it never could have work- 
ed with the machinery provided, rele 
gating that portion of the works to the 
store cupboard. 

A Croydon firm of clockmakers set 
the whole thing going again in 1880, 
and it has run satisfactorily until now, 
Workmen are busy getting up the scaf- 


folding necessary to reach the dial, 
and after a thorough cleaning and cer 
tain repairs to the dial it is expected 
to run for another quarter of a cem 
tury with little attentions from time 
to time. 
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z Joins Marines Despite x

Because the loss of the “trig- 
ger finger” had prevented his 
enlistment, Walter Cogswell 
Forse, aged nineteen, of Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., walked all the 
way from that city to Washing- 
ton to make personal applica- 
tion to the major general com- 
mandant of the United States 
Marine corps. Forse carried a 
sign on his back which read: 
“From Binghamton, N. Y., to 
Washington, D. C., to join the 
U. S. Marines. It’s Worth It.” 

Upon his arrival in Washing- 
ton young Forse proved that the 
loss of the index finger of his 
right hand was no handicap in 
the performance of military 
duty, and special guthority was 
granted for his enlistment.
